25, 1771 The complginanes sy :—First, Tost
some time in the year 1774, o military compuny
whs formed by the association of twenty-six
gentlemen, rosldents of the olty of Pluladeiphia,
under the name of the Puiladolphia Troop of
Light Horse, for the defense aod vindieation of
the rights of the country, then threatened by
the arbitrary legislation of Great Britain, oto,;
sald organization waa oflicially recognized by
the military authorities ontil the 4th of .\ptl]’,
1808, on which day it was incorporated, under
the title of *“The Fust Troop, Philadelphin Oy
Cavalry,” by the Legislature of the State of
Pennsylvanii,

Second. That the gentlemen composing the
suid Troop served voluntarily and widhout pay,
furnishing their own horees and equipurents,
during the severnl trying campnigne of the
Revolutwnary War, from 1776 to 1783, and dor-
ing all that thme, by their gallantry and dizol-

#chinglon, us Communderdin-Chief, and en-
joyed hi= friend<tip  during (he subsequent
yeurs ol peace wnul his death, They haye

Third, Thut doring the eampaign of 1977, the
then Captain and first otlicer of the Tronp,
Samuel Morris, recelved an olllcial letter (ron
General Washington, ns Commander-in-Chiel,
dated January 23, 1777, at headguarters, which
sa d letter was an ofheml letter from the highest
officer of the armies (o the offivial head or olfi-
cor in command of the smd Troop, snd con-
wimpg an order regulating the disposition of
sald Troop, and espressing (he thanks of the
General to *‘the genilemen who compose the
Treop, lor the essentinl service they have ren-
dered their country,”

Fourth, That sai! letter, which they pray may
be tuken as purt of this bill, was dirceted to the
"Phihulul]m?u Troop ol Fight Hor<s" then
nnder the command of Capwin Morris, which
said comoany is the same since incorporated as
“The First Troop Philadelphin City Cavalry,”
and being an officnal order to the Troop, und
lixmg its rights und dutle- in military luw and
usage, it properly and of right belongs to the
Troop and 1o it= military archives,

Fifth, That said letter was received by Cap.
tain Morrs, in trust for the use and benefit of
the Troop, and as their property; and that thoy
are informed and believe that said originnl lot-
ter bas recently come into the possession or
cnstody of the delendants, Messrs, 8. B, and 1,
P. Morris, The complainants therefore ask that
the original letter may be produced and deli-
vered to the Troop as their property,

The following is u copy of the original letter

“The Philadelphis Troop of Tight Horse,
under the command of Captain Morris, having
performed their tonr of duty, arve dischurged for
the present,

THE REVENUE FRAUDS.—Un Saturday, a
further hearing was had in the cuse ol Martin |
Solomon and L, W. Holladay, dealers in snutl
und tobaceo, charged betore United States Com-
missioner Sergeent with defrauding the Revenue |
Department,

Edward N. Colin was called to the stand and
testitied fn substance that he 1= @ bhox-maker,
aud that he had an interview with Mr, Holliday
ut his establishment, in Ledger place, and was
nsked by him it be conld 6x up boxes which bad
contaivned snufl and which had been sent back,
He said he wanted new topson them,ned all the |
marks erased upon them except the inspaction.
marke, Mr, Solomon was pre-ent on one oceasion
when winess had an interview with Mr, Holls-
day, and asked as to the price of the alterations,
The boxes, to the number of one hundred and
thirteen, were taken to snop of Mr. Cohn and
altered according to directions, New lops were
put on them, and all but the inspeetion marks |
removed,

Witness was present at Mr. Holladav's <hon
und saw one of the boxes opened, and sard that
it contained snoil in bottles: he saw 8t. Louis
on gome of the boxes, and they had a dirty ap-
pearance, ad it they had been shipped to distant
points,

A. B, Blosnaker testified that he had been in-
formed of the use of boxes a seconi time, with
the inspeetion marks upon them, and had made,
under direction of the Revenoe Department, a
seizure ol all the property at Mr. Holladsy's
place, and also ut the giore of Messrs. Orossman
& Solomon., At the latter establisbment one of
the altered boxes was fouud. On the evening of
the eewzure Mr. Holladay called on the wituess
aml suid that he would do snything jto expedite
the investigation; that he was mt’ruly employed
to pack the snufll; und that he was dolog it for |
Croseman & Soloman and W, Garrett & Co,

The Collector visited the storekeepers, Cross-
man & Solomon, sud passng into the counting- |
room, asked if any of the irm of Garrett & Oo, |
was present, and sn old gentleman bowed affic-
matively. artin Solomon informed i that
two tirms were doing business in vhe place, and
he trusted the seiwure would not alfect the busi-
pness or credit of either; wiiness examined the
stock and made a seizure of 11; all of it was
alterwards delivered except that portion which
did not bear inspection marks,

At a subsequent invesview hetween the (ol
lector und member: of the firm of Solomon &
Crossman, he understood that Martin Solomon
was a member, This, however, I8 denied; he s
said to be the asent only.

After the exawination of the witnesses, the
counsel for the defendants argued that there
wis no violation of the revenue law, as Mr.
Holladay was on:ly using boxes in which snull
had been shipped to Bi. Louws, and sent bock
again, and on the contents of which the tax
had been paud.

The United States Distriet Attorney took n dif-
ferent view of the matter, nnd arcued that the
revenue law had been violuted; as to whether

the testimony was sullicient o conneor Mr,
Solomon with the offense, It wus tor the Com-
missioner Lo sny.

Mr. Sergeant sald he would examine tho testi-
mony and give his decizion to-day.
